The Supreme Court at Jefferson City 
issued a permanent writ of prohibition 
against Judge McQuillin of the St. Louis 
Circuit Court Tuesday to prevent him 
from investigating the good faith of At- 








jtorney Albert B, Chandler in merging 


judgments against the. St. Louls Tran- 
sit Co. to make the amount large 
enough to have them passed upon by 
the Supreme Court instead of the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals. 

The Court of Appeals had held the 
United Railway Co. to be liable for the 
debts of the St. Louis Transit Co., hav- 
ing jurisdiction in all cases in which 
$75000 or less is involved.

SENATOR WENERY 
DIES AT HS ni 


OF INDIGESTION 


Louisianan Had Just Re- 
turned From Long Session 
of Congress. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., June 28.— 
United States Senator Samuel Dougias 
McEnery died at his home here this 
morning. 

Senator McEnery arrived from 
Washington yesterday morning suf- 
fering from an attack of indigestion. 
He was placed in a carriage at the 
rafiroad station and taken to his 
home where physicians were sum- 
moned. The Senator rallied some- 
what after treatment, but late last 
night his condition took a turn for 
the worse, and early this morning he 
lapsed into unconsciousness. 

Senator McEnery was in his seventy- 
fourth year, and his health had not 
been good for s@veral years. The at- 
tack of indigestion weakened him, and 
under the strain which attended the ill- 
ness bis heart action failed. He died at 
9:40 this morning. At his bedside be- 
sides his wife, were his daughter, Mrs. 
Warren B. Park, and one of hig sons, 
Charlies P. McEnery. Dr. Douglas W. 
MecEnery, another son,. of Washington, 
D. C., is on his way to New Orleans. 

Senator McEnery was born in Mon- 
roe, La., in 1837. His early education 
was obtained at Spring Mill College, 
Mobile, Ala., after which he went to 
the United States Naval Academy at 
Annapolis. Then he was graduated by 
the University of Virginia and took a 
course in the National Law School at 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., He served as 
Lieutenant in the Confgderate Army. 

His first appearance in politics was 
im 1879, when he was elected Lieutenant- 
Governor of Louisiana. Later he was 
elected Governor and after that, Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of the State. 
He was elected to the United States Sen- 
ate in 1897, and held the position continu- 
ously up to his death. He was married 
In 1878 to Elizabeth Phillips,

Complaint in Court Allege 
Explorer Gave Her Pelts 
Cook’s Aid -Owned.

BERLIN, June 28.—The charges con- 
cerning the Gisposition of Arctic trophies 
left at Etah, which Dr. Frederick A. 
Cook made against Commander Robert 
E. Peary during the height of the con- 
troversy over their claims of discovery 
of the North Pole, were aired in a Ger- 
man court today when the suit insti- 
tuted against Peary by Rudolph 
Francke was opened. 

Francke, who Was associated with 
Cook in the polar exploration, demands 
$10,000 in satisfaction of prizes of the 
hunt which he alleges Peary required 
him t® surrender in consideration of 
bringing him back to America. 

The defense sets up a general denial 
and further questions the jurisdiction of 
the court on the grounds that the de- 
fendant ig an American citizen, having 
»no domicile In this city. After hearing 
the opening arguments, the court ad- 
journed to consider the point of juris- 
diction, 

Hill Defends Peary. 

Papers weré served on Commander 
Peary when he came here recently to 
fill a lecture engagement. At the tfme 
he said he would be unable to remain 
here for the trial, and that he. had 
placed the matter in the hands of: Amer- 
ican Ambassador Hill. Subsequently 
Commander Peary returned to the 
United States. 

Peary’s interests wetfe looked after 
today by Attornéy Jabolinski, a part- 
ner of Victor Schneider, counsel to 
the American Embassy, while Herr 
Thiel represented Francké. The latter 
was present, but was not called to 
the witness stand. 

The proceedings were before three 
judges of the Provincial Court. In 
opening for the plaintiff Thiel spoke 
for mote than an hour, going over 
the whole story of the equipment of 
Cook’s expedition, the building of the 
supply station at Htah on the north- 
west coast of Greenland, the hunting 
in that vicinity. Cook’s departure 
toward the pole, Franctkg’s ilinéss; the 
arfival of Peary and Francke’s re- 
turm home in. the -Peary . putter ship 
Erik. 

Roosevelt Got Trophies. 

The lawyer asserted that Peary had 
caused the plaintiff to tari over to him 
certain blue fox skins, furs and nar- 
whal tusks as the only condition on 
which he would take him out of the 
Arcties, where, if deserted, he believed 
he would die. 

The attorney argued that the transac- 
tion was illegal in that it Was consum- 
mated under stress. He said that a 
pair of narwhal tusks then given up 
were later presented by Peary to Theo- 
Gore Roosevelt, while some of the blue 
fox skins were given to President Taft 
and Mrs. Taft by Mrs. Peary. Counsel 
declared that the German courts had 
jurisdiction in the matter because 
Francke, a German, was unable to ob- 
tain redress in the United States. 

Replying for the defense, Herr Ja- 
bolinsk! insisted that the court had 
no jurisdiction for the reason that 
Peary had neither property nor home 
hese. “We consepted,” he said, “to 
appear at the trial only because our 
absence would have been construed 
unfavorably in S80me quarters.” 

Counsel denied the allegations of 
Francke from béginning “to end and 
said they had the same foundation as 
did Cook’s claim that he had been at 
the North Pole.

Computation. Arrangement 
Known to the Trade as 
“Honest Grafter.” 


IT WEIGHS CORRECTLY 


Difference Shown When 
Small Quantities Are Placed 
in the Balance. 


Many of the computing scales now in 
use in grocery stores and meat mar- 
kets are known to the trade as “honest 
grafters.”’ The manufacturers of a 
scale which is largely used in St. Louis 
recently sent the following circular to 
retail merchants:

This scale, after having been con- 
demned by the courts of Massachu- 
setts, was finally legislated out of ex- 
istence in that state. The scale was 
tested by the State Treasury Depart- 
ment of Massachusetts. 

Seale “Computed” Dishonestly. 

It was set to compute on articles at 
20° cents a pound. Beans were used 
for making the test. Three ounces of 
beans were placed on the scale, and 
the indicator showed them to be worth 
8 cents. Five ounces were given a 
value of 12 cents, 9 ounces 19 cents, 13 
ounces 26 cents, and one pound 9 ounces, 
49 cents, making a total of $1.13 for the 
55 ounces of beans. é 

When the 556 ounces were put on the 
scale at once the value was given at 
£1.06. The scale thus proved the con- 
tention of its manufacturer that it 
could make the merchant an illegiti- 
mate profit at the expénse of his trade. 

The difference of eight cents was the 
extra profit the dealer made on. the 
series of small transactions. The same 
test showed that the scale gave 17 
ounhces—one ounce more than a pound, a 
value of 34 cents, when the actual value 
was less than 32 cents. 

Condemned by Courts, 

The machine was accurate as _ to 
pounds and ounces, but the computing 
part of it was denounced as a ‘“‘grafter”’ 
and condemned by the Massachusetts 
courts and Legislature. 

Missouri has no law dealing with dis- 
honest computing scales. The law ap- 
plies only to the weighing feature of 
scales. There are said to be in use in 
St. Louis about 600 scales of the kind 
condemned by Massachusetts. 

It is estimated that 40 to 42% per cent 
of the income of the average family is 
spent for grocers, meats, vegetables and 
other eatables. If the consumer is 
cheated on every purchase, or any con- 
siderable number of purchases, the 
family income is materially cut down. 

Change in Law Needed. 

Inspector of Weights and Measures 
Anderson says the law should be so 
amended that he can condemn the dis- 
honest computing scale. If it weighs 
correctly in pounds and ounces he is 


© 
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now powerless to condemn it, although 


it may be stealing from the consumer 
on every sale. 

Grocers continue to complain of the 
trading stamp system, as the following 
letter shows: 

“The remedy for short weight is to 
do away with the trading stamp busi- 
ness. This is the most outrageous hum- 
bug ever perpetrated. People are made 
to believe they are getting something 
for nothing. Do they suppose the grocer 
gets the stamps for nothing? He must 
get a profit to pay for them some way. 


“I was an honest grocer before I was 


compelled to give trading stamps.”

| IDA AND LAETITIA, 

‘THE name ‘‘Ida’”’ is a most accommodating one. The original] 
German root of it signifies ‘‘happiness;’’ with German tribes | 
that spelled it with an ‘‘E”’ at the end, it meant ‘‘richness.’’ 

The Celts spelled it with a ‘‘T,’’ and their ‘‘Ita’’ signifies thirst.”’ 

The cornflower is Ida’s emblem, and ‘‘joybringer’’ her senti- 
ment, which coincides well with its various meanings: Happiness, 
riches, or even. with ‘‘thirst.’’ 

The Saxons had a female name ‘‘Ead,’’ which the Normans of 
England pronounced Aud; this latter eventually developed into 
Alda. 

In Germany the name has always been popular and is.so today. 
In France it was at one time oftener found in the birth registers 
than any other. Baby Idas are called ‘‘Idette’’ there. 

English folks who do not like Germany say they call their girls 
ida after the great mountain-famous in Greek legend as a seat of 
worship. But their bump of patriotism might be better served by 
(racing the name to Ida of Northumberland, the famous chief of 
Angles (about the middle of the fifth century). 

Ida, Countess of Boulogne, was the granddaughter of King 
Stephen. 

One of the most famous Continental novelists of an earlier cen- 
tury was Ida, Countess Hahn-Hahn. She bought up and burned her 
‘*Panstina’’ and other rather giddy books after she became a convert 
to Catholicism. : 

The name of the ‘‘Gem of the Mountain States’’ is not derived 


from the female name, but is Indian in origin. Joaquin Miller says 


‘Joy comes and goes’’ is the sentiment of Laetitia, the English 
adaptation of which is now generally spelled ‘‘Letitia,’’ French 
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fashion. The Italians, who use the name more frequently than 
other nations, spell it Letizia. 

The diminutive of Letitia is ‘‘Letty,’’ which form is popular 
in Irish farmers’ families. Letty Lind, the English dancer, who de- 
lighted New York in the early nineties, is well remembered by that 
pet name. 

At the time of Elizabeth the Latin form of the name was En- 
glished, Lettice. The best known representative is Lettice Knollys, 
who was the Earl of Essex’s sprightly Countess. 

The original Latin form of the name means ‘‘joy.’’ 

The thorn apple is thé emblem of Laetitia, and this, like the 
sentiment, ‘‘Joy comes and goes,’’ applies in a singular degree to 
the history of the woman that made the name famous, Napoleon’s 
mother, whom the French bard of liberty, Beranger, called ‘The 
Noble Dame,’’ and whose grave is marked ‘‘Maria Letizia Ramolino 
Bonaparte, Mater Regium,’’ the Mother of Kings. 

She was a widow at 30, with eight small children depending 
upon her. And it was the regret of her declining years that she was 
not permitted to follow her great son to St. Helena, nor to see her 
grandson, the little King of Rome, prisoner of the Austrians. She 
survived most of her children and grandchildren.

Regulars arid Insurgents on 
City Committee Are Pre- 
pared to Fight. 


SLATE IS ATTACKED 


Rebels Oppose Indorsement 
of Candidates Approved by 
Advisory Body. 


A finish fight between the regulars 
and insurgents in the Republican City 
Committee over the indorsement of the 
slate is scheduled for Wednesday night. 
It promises to be the hottest bout among 
the Republicans for many years. 

The regulars declare that Mayor 
Kreismann has practically come out into 
the open in his alliance with Howe, and 
that he has virtually promised to rec- 
ognize the Former Republican boss in 
making his mid-term appointments next 
spring. The Mayor’s interference in 
the campaign, as an ally of Howe, is 
being strongly condemned by the regu- 
lars in the party organization. 

The insurgents will try to prevent the 
indorsement of any candidate or set of 
candidates. The regulars will make a 
fight for the indorsement of the slate of 
candidates recommended by the Advis- 
ory Committee of business men and law- 
yers. 

The regulars have decided to add 
the names of Judges Withrow and 
Klene to their slate of judicial candi- 
dates, in addition to Judges Xinsey, 
Fisher, Homer, Leo 8. Rassieur and 
Wilson A. Taylor, but it is. under- 
stood that the regulars will throw 
all their strength to the original 
slate. 

The regulars held a meeting in 
Chairman Kiel’s private office in the 
Odd Fellows’ building Monday night. 
Sixteen members of the committee 
attended and pledged themselves to 
vote for ihe siate if Withrow and 
Klene were on it. 

If the regulars succeed in holding 
their men tegether they can put 
through the slate indorsement. The 
insurgents, however, are preparing 
to make a determined fight against 
the slate. 

Nicholas Polito, secretary of the 
committee, one of the leading insur- 
gents, intended to start for Reno at 
2:15 p. m., Wednesday, to witness 
the Jeffries-Johnson prize fight. 
Polito had a free ticket to Nevada, 
but he decided rather than to miss 
the meeting of the committee Wednes- 
day night to stay over and buy his 
own ticket. 

“The insurgents are 6pposed to the in- 
dorsement of any candidate or set of 
candidates,”’ said Polito.

CONTINUES ITS 
UPWARD FLIGHT 


:|Northwestern Crop News Is 
Again Disturbing— 
Cables Higher. 


Continued adverse reports from the 
spring wheat area, backed by strong 
markets at Minneapolis and Winni- 
peg, encouraged the longs in wheat 
in today’s market, to renew their ef- 
forts for higher prices. 

Higher cables also added to the 
bullish ammunition, as they came 
in the face of a favorable foreign 
crop summary, and indicated that for 
the first time Liverpool is in- 
clined to place special importance on 
the Northwestern crop outlook. 

Liverpool as well as other foreign 
markets, have been inclined to be- 
little the reports of American dam- 
age, evidently : believing the foreign 
crop outlook favorable enough to 
make them largely independent of 
America. 

Lessened supplies, however, and a 
decrease in European stocks in three 
weeks of 10,452,000 bu, vastly 


position, has raised the question of 
their right of independency. The 
foreign buying in the past few days 
has been materially increased on this 
account. 

Trade in the local pit was quiet 
throughout the session, the profes- 
sionals inclining to the belief that the 
advance of over 12c a bushel in two 
weeks is sufficient to discount even 
the sensationally lessened yield of 
spring wheat predicted by the most 
bearish expert advices. Commission 
house buying also showed a material 
falling off. Other domestic markets 
reported a lessened speculative de- 
mand. 

The trade also points out that the 
movement of new winter wheat from 
the Southwest must be reckoned with 
as a factor in the near future, espec- 
ially as the milling interests appear 
not anxious to buy, as last year, and 
there is no export demand to absorb 
the offerings. 

The early Liverpool! prices veheuel 
the unfavorable American and Canadian 
advices of Monday, and shorts were re- 
ported as frightened buyers with offer- 
ings light. Some selling was reported 
later on more favorable European news 
and continued free arrivals of cargoes, 
for which a quiet demand prevails. 
Liverpool cash wheat was strong and 
4%@1%d higher with few sellers. Harvest 
has commenced in Burope with weather 
generally favorable.

Mrs. Stoeck began to feed Raymond 
the modified milk. The first week he 
gained 15 ounces, almost four times the 
weight that a baby takes on normally. 
The next week Raymond added an addi- 
tional 16 ouncés, or 9% ounces in the first 
two weeks. 

Raymond was almost the size that he 
should have been after the second week 
of pure milk and so the third week he 
gained only nfhe ounces, more than 
twice what the ordinary baby gains in 
a week. At the end of nine weeks Ray- 
mond had gained 59 ounces. Today he 
is a lusty, yelling infant, 4% months 
old, and weighs 12 pounds and 14 ountes. 

The costly milk for babies which is 
supplied through the Post-Dispatch Pure 
Milk and Free Ice Fund, is not given 
away wastefully to those who can af- 
ford to pay for it. Those who can buy 
it themselves, do so. Those who can 
pay on the price of ordinary milk, pay 
that price, and those whe cannot pay at

Milk From Healthy Cows. 
8 WASHINGTON AV. The milk that is supplied through the 
AT-619 ‘ST. CHARLES ST. Post-Dispatch Pure Milk and Free Ice 
Fund has been pasteurized, but it is 
not “pasteurized milk” in the sense in 
which the term is frequently used. 

Dairymen refer to milk that has been 
held at a temperature of over 200 de- 
grees, to kill the germs in ‘it, as pas- 
teurized milk. The milk that the fund 
supplies hag been raised to a tempera- 
ture of 163 degrees to make it abso- 
lutely safe. None of the nourishing in- 
gredients of the milk has been killed. 

Milk cannot be made pure by raising 
it to a high temperature if it were not 
pure before it was pasteurized. For 
the milk to be pure the cows must have 
been properly cared for. If the cows 
were not clean the milk will not be 
clean. The cows that supply the milk
